WILL CONSIDER GRANTING 

THE SERVICE. 



The Postmaster has received a com- 
munication from the Post Office De- 
partment at Washington in which the 
statement is inside that if Xarberth con- 
forms to certain requirements author- 
ization for the establishment of the 
service will be considered. The require- 
ments include annual gross revenue of 
not less than $10,000.00, good continu- 
ous sidewalks, cross walks, street signs, 
street, lights, house numbers and private 
mail receptacles and at least fifty per 
cent, of the territory be improved and 
the houses occupied. 

The Department is averse to author- 
izing city delivery where the popula- 
tion is less than 3,0(10. The Department 
has been advised by the Postmaster 
that Xarberth conforms to the require- 
ments except for the private mail re- 
ceptacles, and that there is no doubt, 
these will be procured promptly by the 
patrons when the service is authorized.

The Xarberth Fire Company, who for 
many years has protected our proper- 
ties from loss by lire are at the begin- 
ning of this year sending out its bills 
for annual dues, $3.00 yearly. 

The payment of $3.00 annually to the 
Fire Company is not a donation or a 
charity; it is simply fire insurance, and 
at a very low rate at that. 

Do you realize that if Narberth had 
no volunteer firemen our fire insurance 
rate would lie 2o</r to 40"^ higher than 
at present, or the borough would have 
to maintain a paid fire company at a 
greatly increased expense.' Wo have 
the volunteers, on the job all the time, 
and they must be supported. 

Are you a good citizen, willing to do 
your share, or do you want the other 
fellows to light the fire and pay the 
bills, too? 

Our firemen risk their lives at every 
large fire and have to depend on their 
own relief association when they are 
injured. At a recent lire one of the 
men was injured and unable to do his 
day's work for several weeks. The ac- 
cident cost the relief association $100. 

Where does the relief association get 
its money? From the active members 
themselves, the follows who do the 
work. They pay dues every year for 
their own relief fund. Think of it! 
Why should you and 1 not help this 
good cause? 

When you pay your dues this year 
make a separate check for the Narberth 
Firemen's Relief Association, just a 
dollar or two. It. certainly will encour- 
age the volunteers and give them a 
sense of protection.

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WHY I BELIEVE IN SCOUTING. 



By Mary Roberts Rinehart. 

Girls are great idealists. No one fa- 
miliar with the working of the girl 
mind can fail to recognize how quickly 
they respond to ideals. They dream 
dreams, not. of success, but. of happiness. 
They look up rather than out. 

But they are vague and uncertain, 
full of wistful yearnings that lead no- 
where. Given a cause and a leader, and 
they will bring to it an almost pathetic 
eagerness, staunchness, loyalty, enthus- 
iasm and unselfish effort. 

There conies a critical time in a girl's 
mental and spiritual life when she is 
waiting impatiently for young woman- 
hood. The things of her childhood have 
lost their interest. She has abandoned 
her dolls. The little boys she played 
with have deserted her, and found the 
girl-less associations of tho 'teens. They 
have their clubs, their sports, their 
meeting places. But to the young girl 
there is nothing but. that period of wait- 
ing. She is peculiarly isolated. Her 
famih* often finds her strange. She. is 
moody and dreamy. She begins to spend 
an almost alarming amount of time and 
thought upon her appearance. The fam- 
ily says: "What in the world is the 
matter with Jane?" And her father 
suggests it is too much going to the 
moving pictures. 

But the truth is that Jane is idle. 
She does not. belong, between babyhood 
and womanhood, anywhere in the social 
organization. She is active and ro- 
mantic. Her days are a long waiting 
for maturity, and with maturity the 
fulfillment of her dreams, of love, of 
marriage, of motherhood. She haunts 
the movies because she finds there vi- 
carious romance and vicarious advent- 
ure. The great out-doors is hers to play 
in — on the screen. 

And at the same time, with no in- 
creased outlet for her activities, her 
imagination is being stimulated as 
never before. Books, magazines, auto- 
mobiles, moving pictures, all are re- 
vealing to her this strange thing wo 
call life, which is hers to observe but 
not yet to live. She is a yearning on- 
looker. 

Tt is time to realize that hundreds of 
thousands of young girls in this coun- 
try, doubly important, now that they 
are future citizens as the potential 
mothers of future citizens — that these 
young gills be given occupation, a feel- 
ing of responsibility, a practical ideal 
to which they may bring their innate 
loyalty and enthusiasm. They need or- 
ganized play and athletics. They need 
something concrete to tie to. They need 
to be taught, if you please, what is the 
"gang" spirit among boys. They need 
to learn that their young bodies are to 
be used, instead of decorated. Until 
they loam that, we shall have sickly 
mothers and puny babies. No single 
movement for the improvement of 
American people as a race, no advance 
of science or sanitation, can compare 
in importance with the necessity for 
building up morally, spiritually and bod- 
ily, our future mothers. 

They need to be taught certain loyal- 
ties — sex loyalty, loyalty to ideals, loy- 
ulty to country. This last, loyalty to 
country, has to be taught. When a man 
learns to take off his hat to the flag, 
lie has a new respect for it. 

Some of our girls need to be taught, 
honesty. They cover their dreams with 
small deceits. They seek romance out 
of sheer random, and are driven into 
hypocrisy. They boy has fewer dreams 
to conceal, and he is honest with the 
honesty of fresh air and the great out- 
doors. When we give our girls occupa- 
tion, when we get. them out of doors, 
when we give them organized play in 
the open, there will be fewer morbid 
women. 

Give them something to do that inter- 
ests them. Get them out. into the air. 
Fill in the waiting years with work and 
play. Give them some rules of life 
which will appeal alike to their imagina- 
tions and to their instinctive desire for 
something better. Let them look out as 
well as up. 

Nearest of all the proposed plans to 
cope with what an increasing number 
of families are finding to be their prob- 
lem, the adolescent girl, the Girl Scout 
movement fulfills all these requirements, 
ft is sane, healthy and normal. It 
teaches honesty, purity, vigor and love 
of country. And it takes the girl in 
her 'teens and gives her a live interest 
in the present instead of the future. 

It should have nation-wide support. 



CAMP OF THE BOY SCOUTS. 



The Boy Scouts of Montgomery and 
Delaware Counties are fortunate in hav- 
ing an ideal site for their summer camp. 
In a valley along tho upper Perkiomon 
Creek, above Sumneytown, between 
wooded hills rising five hundred feet 
high, a hundred acres of woods and 
rocks belong to the Scouts. Here every 
summer boys come from fifty or moro 
different towns in tho two counties. 
Hero they study nature and woodcraft 
and live close to God's nature and 
build a foundation of health and char- 
acter. An average of 125 boys per week 
came, to the camp every week end and 
they wore unable to take care of tho 
boys who wanted to come. 

The friends of the Boy Scouts are 



asking all of the citizens of the two 
counties, who have the welfare of the 
boys at heart, to help them raise enough 
money to enlarge and properly equip 
the camp so as to take care of two 
hundred boys per week all summer. 
Last summer the State Health Depart- 
ment Official condemned the water sup- 
ply and latrines. The well runs dry in 
dry weather and the improvised filter 
did not properly purify the water. We 
must have an adequate and safe water 
supply and all other conditions must 
bo made sanitary for our boys. Last 
summer the creek rose about six feet 
so that, the bridge across the creek was 
washed away and the boys could not 
got across to go to the dining hall 
without danger from the swollen stream, 
so that they had to be sent home. A 
suspension bridge should be built, out. 
of the reach of the torrents. 

The Boy Scout Council of Montgomery 
and Delaware Counties employ two 
men who spend all of their time assist- 
ing the one hundred troops in the 
various towns and organizing new 
troops in other towns. There are about 
twenty-six hundred Boy Scouts in Mont- 
gomery and Delaware Counties, but we 
have twenty-six thousand boys of the 
Scout age, all of whom ought to be Boy 
Scouts. The Boy Scouts are asking the 
citizens of the counties to provide the 
where-with-all to pay for this super- 
vision.
